swelling is elastic aud soft.

times it is small and does not cause 
any trouble, and occasionally it passes 
away without any treatment 
It may 
yield to long continued gentle pressure, 
like that which a ribbon hand exerts. 
V 
well placed 
ribbon bandage also 
helps to relieve the feeling of weak 
ness that almost always accompanies 
a ganglion. 
lit a few eases the lluid that tile 
ganglion contains is t uttered Iou!, lint 
in most casco the ganglionic swelling 
i*. entirely harmless. 
In tuberculous 
ca sics it is hest to remove Hie shell I ll 
aud Its content! completely. 
Ganglions are usually seen on the 
hack of the wrist, hut sometimes one 
comes on the front and Iucreuses iii 
size. 
It Is then likely to spread down 
the sinews into tin* palm of tin* band 
That naturally cripples the victim more 
or less, esjHTlally since the swelling 
often gives pain iii cold anil dump 
w cit thor.
